1 . Claims 19, 20, 24, 26, 28, 29, 33, 35 and 37-42 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. The prior art of record fails to teach or to fairly suggest a diffuser for 
placement in front of a sound wave emission side of a cone-shaped sound 
source, comprising: 

a first flow plate and a second flow plate as described in independent claim 19, 
wherein the first flow plate includes a wall tapered inwardly in the direction of sound 
wave emission and being further positioned outside an area defined by the cone- 
shaped sound source wherein the sound waves are allowed to pass on both sides of 
the walls of the first flow plate; 

and a second flow plate positioned adjacent to the first flow plate along the 
direction of sound emission, having a wall tapered outwardly and further being located 
outside an area defined by the first flow plate. 

b. The prior art of record further fails to teach or to fairly suggest a diffuser 
for placement in front of a sound wave emission side of a cone-shaped sound 
source, comprising: 

a first flow plate and a second flow plate as described in independent claim 28, 
wherein the first flow plate includes a wall tapered inwardly in the direction of sound 
wave emission and further positioned outside an area defined by the cone-shaped 
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sound source wherein the sound waves are allowed to pass on both sides of the walls 
of the first flow plate and having a first opening proximal to the sound source and a 
second opening distal from the sound source, the first opening being larger than the 
second opening; 

and a second flow plate positioned adjacent to the first flow plate and having a 
first opening proximal to the sound source and a second opening distal from the sound 
source, the first opening being larger than the second opening; and the second flow 
plate being positioned outside an area defined by the cone-shaped sound source and 
wherein the sound waves are allowed to pass on both sides of the walls of the second 
flow plate. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

China (US 2004/0020711) discloses an outwardly tapered flow plate for a speaker. 
Augustine (US 6,064,744) discloses a diffuser for a loudspeaker. 
Wiener (US 5,832,099) discloses a sound dispersion system for a loudspeaker. 
Selmin (US 4,322,578) discloses a sound reflector for a loudspeaker.
